H Paring the recent trouble with £**"*£*"?»£*• 
cessfuUv tried to run the show. He told themea,what 
Thtv had to do. He garbled the facts. He gave out 
part of the truth—but not all of it. 


Mayor Sayle told him in no uncertain terms just what 


he thought of him and his methods. Brown as a labor 
leader, is baund to fail in Madison because of his meth- 
ods. He plavs one against the other m order to "force/ 
thines regardless of conditions. 'If he was honest with 
his conscience, he would never have allowed the ice men 
to strike. He could have prevented that strike but he 
did'not want to do so ;md he sanctioned that strike. 


Laboring men are being: given fair treatment—and 


they have been told that they will be given fair treat- 
ment in the future—but so long as they believe that 
Brown is their only salvation, they cannot hope for bet- 
ter things. 


We believe that the people of Madison want the labor- 


in? men to get good wages. We believe that way-our- 
selves. We don't believe in strikes, aiuch less in sympa- 
thetic strikes. We don't believe strikes are necessary. 
We believe all differences can be adjusted :f laboring 
men and employers have the facts and put them on the 
table and reason them out together. We are willing to 
do so provided we can deal direct with our men, and 
labor agitators, like Joe Brown, are kept out of things. 
We are dead against "trouble makers" who must be put 
out of the running here in Madison before business con- 
ditions will be stabilized. 
Public sentiment, once it 


knows the facts, will, we believe, agree on this point. 


Some of the tricks used are decidedly raw. 
They do 


not look well for labor. Here is one of the tricks: 


They tried to force one employer to "let out" re- 


turned soldiers in order to give employment to "an un- 
derstudy" so that this understudy can keep up the 
game. 


"Joe1' Brown has'declared jobs unfair for workmen 


where a boss plumber works on a job. This condition is 
heretofore unknown in the annals of organized labor in 
Madison. 
(Plumbers are on a strike. The bosses try 


to go out and take care of urgent jobs that affect prop- 
erty and property values, but, the instant they do, 
Brown brands these jobs as unfair and every union 
worker on other parts of the work is then pulled off the 
job.) 


Here are some of the places where this has been done: 
1. Brown Block. 
2.-Keeley's New Candy Factory. 
3. House Mrs. Vilas secured for Associated Charities. 
•i. Sorority House on Langdon Street. 
Work is not being done on other places because peo- 


ple are afraid the work will be declared "unfair" and 
they want to finish as much as possible. 


One of the local unions refused to allow ~a returned 


soldier to join the union (although he had secured a job 
I'rom the boss who was satisfied with him, and so were 
the men) and the excuse was given that there were men 
out of work and the job should be given to one of them. 
The returned soldier was formerly employed at the 
same trade in Madison before the war. 


If Mr. Brown, the head of the labor unions, sanction- 


ed this, then Brown don't believe in giving a returned 
soldier a chance. 


Brown aims to be the autocrat and dictator of busi- 


ness conditions in Madison. Brown is trying to get a- 
job in the capitol, according to reports. He has gone 
the limit in creating disturbances and unrest here in 
Madison, and if he gets a state job he will operate in a 
larger field. 


What will Madison's answer be? Shall "Joe" Brown 


continue to create trouble and unrest in this city?

Mr. Howe is weii able to take 


care of himielf arid neither he nor 
his friends are -worrying. But his 
case is' of particular interest be- 
cause what has happened to Fred 
Howe is such a perfect illustration 
of what has happened, to the Amer- 
ican 'tradition. 
For Mr. Howe is 


a'direct descendant, spiritually ' of 
the man who built here a nation 
that was the hope of mankind. lie 
is an old fashioned liberal, of Quak- 
er ancestry, and through all the up- 
heavals and disillusionments of re- 
cent years he. has kept his1 course 
steadfastly and clear eyed. Even 
today his eyes light up. with a sim- 
ple- puzzled wonderment when ^any- 
one intimates that in presiding at 
a pro-Russian ^meeting 
or in de- 


manding the .enforcement of consti- 
tutional rigrw he is doing anything 
out of the ordinary for an important 
official in the Federal government,' 
anything that could be expected to 
bring him'criticism and suspicion. 


Mr, Howe is a young 'man today, 


but he is almost the last of his spec- 
ies. He is one of the last in public 
life, at least. Out over the country 
in city and hamlet and countryside 
are millions of the same tradition, 
who have kept their faith because 
they have been spared first hand 
contact with the changes in Ameri- 
can life. , But Fred Howe has seen 
it all happen without either com- 
promising his . ideals on the one 
hand or becoming cynical or embit- 
tered on the other. 


Friend of Johnson's 


In • Cleveland Mr. Howe was a 


lieutenant of Tom Johnson, a friend 
of Newton D. Baker, a law partner 
of. the two Garfields_. He met Wood- 
row Wilson of Princeton, and Mr. 
Wilson asked him to come to Prince- 
ton and become professor of polit- 
ical science. 
So the gossip goes. 


Instead, he urged that Mr. Wilson 
get one of the Garfields, and the Dr. 
Garfield who later became president 
of Williams college and later Fuel 
Administrator accepted the post. 


It does not seem strange to Mr. 


Howe that in spite of this back- 
ground he should be found today 
.on the side of the people, and on 
their side outspokenly. It ought 
not to seem strange to anyone, but 
it does. Call the roll of liberals of 
this class and see how many of 
them are either active parties to 
the 
compromising of democratic 


principles or are complacently silent 
and ecqniescent. 


During his service of six years 


as Commissioner of Immigration in 
New York, Howe has written and 
spoken.with absolute freedom. He 
has been equally frank at big con- 
servative dinners of business and 
professional people and at Socialist 
gatherings such as the dinner of 
the Intercollegiate Socialist Society 
at which he 
presided not 
mar.y 


months ago. His spirit has worked 
against hard bitter partisan lines, 
and on the side of understanding 
and good feeling. His attitude to- 
ward everyone has remained friend- 
ly. His nature has rejected the pug- 
nacity and the militancy that have 
swept both sides of the struggle 
between democracy and . privilege.' 
Yet, he has spoken out, until _today 
he is a thorn in the side of his col- 
leagues in -the Federal administra- 
tion who have 
surrendered 
their 


faith in democracy and lent their 
authority to suppressive, "prescrip- 
tive, provocative activities. 


Has Studied Conditions 


Not that Mr. Howe is so simple- 


minded as to see the world settling 
its problems his way. He is too 
keen an observer for that, and he 
has spent two months in Europe 
since the armistice watching things 
happen. 
He has seen the power 


pass from political to economic, un- 
its. 
He has seen the birth of the 


soviet, the new refuge of those in 
Eastern 
and Central Europe who 


wish to make men truly free. He 
has watched the dishtartening. fail- 
ure • of political democracy in this 
country, and the general strikes in 
Canada. He fa a good enough dem- 
ocrat, the knows the meaning of 
democracy sufficiently, to feel that 
tho future is in the hands of the 
people, and that they will: work it 
out. But for himself he remains a 
genuine member of that rare and 
almost extinct species,—the Ameri- 
can' liberal, 
intent on promoting 


economic justice 
through Bunder- 


standing and unable to see wny any 
American who .cherishes the tradi- 
tions of .his country can find'it in 
his heart to cry out for the crushing 
of the neV Russian experiment, the 
black jacking of Mexico and the 
denial of free speech and free as- 
sembly. . What 
do_ American and 


Americanism mean if not a set of 
principles and an attitude of mind 
that sees such policies as abhorrent. 


Why doesn't Howe resign? 
This 


question is frequently asked these 
days. The answer is a key to his 
character and his point of view. It 
involves that warm loyalty to his 
friends that .refusal ;to believe evil 
of anyone, which accounts for his 
survival as. a liberal in a world 
where .it seems as, though there 
would soon be only two embittered 
classes, preparing to face each oth- 
•er over the barricades. He cannot 
^eliev^e. that .Woodrow Wilson, his 
Sid iriend, thinks otherwise on fun- 
damental issues than himself. Their- 
ijudgments may differ, bnt wait and 
'gee. "To'resign would be to express 
lack of .faith in the man who ap- 
pointed him, to'advertise that pol- 
icies which.are 6» obviously;Amer- 
ican and just and right art no long-' 
er the policies of Woodrow Wilioa.
